6 LANES 
HIGH LEVEL 
WITH TOLL 
River Span At Croydon Gets Go-Ahead

A new six-lane, high-level toll 
bridge between 
Croydon 
and 
Burlington County was given the 
go-ahead yesterday by the Dela. 
w are River Joint Toll Bridge 
Commission. 


At the same time the com­ 
mission authorized construction 
of a new toll bridge near New 
Hope — Lambertville. The total 
cost of the two new facilities 
will be about $42 million. 


Mile Down Stream 


The new link between Croy­ 
don and 
Burlington, 
will be 
built about a mile downstream 
from the present drawbridge. 
Total cost is expected to be 
about $34 million, with $29 mil­ 
lion for the actual bridge. The 
rest is slated for approaches 
of the facility which will link 
Route 13 and Interstate 95 in 
Pennsylvania with Routes 295 
and 130 in New Jersey. 


The bridge itself will be about 
6.000 feet long and will be 135 
feet above high tide. 
It will 
not be a drawbridge. The su­ 
perstructure will be a combina­ 
tion of deck girder, deck truss 
and through truss spans. It will 
permit four-lane operation 
in 
peak direction and two lanes 
in the non-peak direction. Con­ 
struction is expected to start 
next spring and take two years.

(A P) — South Vietnamese P re ­ 
m ier Phan Huy Quat announced 


today that m ilitary officers had 
squashed an attem pt to over­ 
throw him Thursday night. 


Quat said one dissident officer 
was killed while resisting a r ­ 
rest. He said several others had 
been seized. 


Quat said the attempted coup 
was staged by rebellious offi­ 
cers who already had been con­ 
victed in absentia for attem pts 
last November and in February 
to overthrow the government. 


He charged that the Com mu­ 
nist Viet Cong had a role in the 
attem pted coup but did not give 
details of this. 


American sources 
said 
they 
knew of no evidence that the 
Viet Cong were in fac't involved.

Vietnamese 
w ar­ 
planes ranged north of the 17th 
Parallel today, bombing a mili­ 
tary barracks, Communist gun 
boats and a rad a r site in North 
Viet Nam.

Another 25 U.S. planes d am ­ 
aged three 80-foot North Viet­ 
nam ese boats

near Vinh about 160 miles South 
of the Communist capital. They

A jet plane returned A m bas­ 
sador Taylor to Saigon from Da 
Nang was hit in the nose by one 
round of sm all-arm s groundfire 
but no one aboard knew it until 
the plane landed in Saigon.

ently was hit 53 miles south of 
Da Nang.

It’ll take a record - breaking 
$8Va million budget to educate 
an

Bristol 
Township pupils next year, but 
it won’t cost their parents any 
additional taxes. 


The school board last night 
tentatively adopted the 1965-66 
budget of $8,500,278.73, an in­ 
crease of $629,259.86 over last 
year. Final adoption will take 
place next month. 


74 Mills 


Despite the nearly $630,000 in­ 
crease, the real estate tax rate 
will remain at 74 mills for the 
third straight year. Dr. Martin 
Rawdin, board president, told an 
audience of some 50 residents 
that the tax rate will stay the 
same, mainly through a budge­ 
tary surplus, increased state re­ 
imbursements and settlement of 
final costs on four school build­ 
ings. 


The 74-mill tax rate means an 
annual real estate tax levy of 
about $222 to the average Bris­ 
tol Township homeowner. 


Included in the added expendi­ 
tures of the 1965-66 budget is an 
increase of $10,000 for the school 
district’s s u m m e r recreation 
program as well as salary hikes 
for 14 elementary and secondary 
principals, clerical and non-pro 
fessional employes.
